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SECRETARY OF STATE DULLES TO ADDRESS 
ANNUAL AWARDS DINNER NEXT MONDAY NIGHT 
Reservations Pass 700 Mark; 
Government Officials, Diplomats 
Accept Invitations from Club 

Secretary of State John Foster Dulles will be guest of honor and make a major foreign 
policy address at the Annual Awards Dinner of the Overseas Press Club at the Waldorf Astoria 
grand ballroom on Monday, March 29. It will be the State Secretary's first public appear- 
ance following his return from the Inter-American Conference at Caracas, and his last before 
he departs for the Foreign Ministers meeting at Geneva. 

Mr. Dulles' acceptance of the Club's bid to honor the dinner climaxed a week of fast- 

or: activity as plans were rushed to conclusion. The number of reservations at week's 
end has passed the 700 mark and were climbing to 1,000, prompting Dinner Executive Chairman 
PATRICIA LOCHRIDGE HARTWELL to remind Members that "Checks must accompany reservations, and 
table seatings will be allocated on a first-come, first-served basis." 

The Dinner Committee also announced this week that acceptances had been received from 
many notables who will be on the dais. They include: Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens, 
American Broadcasting Company president Robert Kintner, Austrian Ambassador Dr. Karl Gruber, 
Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, Dorothy Schiff of the New York Post, Newsweek president Malcolm 
Muir, and the AP's FRANK STARZEL. 

A cocktail reception at 6:30 will precede the dinner, while informal refreshments will 
be served to guests who gather after the formal part of the dinner is over. 

It was also announced this week that Award winners will receive, in addition to the 
bronze plaque, $500 gold Benrus watches.

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WORK COMMENCES ON NEW CLUBHOUSE; 
ANTICIPATE MID-JUNE OPENING DATE | 

Overall-clad laborers moved into the Overseas Press Club's new building at 35 Hast 
39th Street last Monday to commence renovation of the five-story structure. The activity Ge 
followed the signing of a $95,000 contract with Edward L. Robbins Co. for rehabilitation of 
what will be New York's Memorial Press Center. 

The actual "pick-and-shovel" end of the project signaled the end of almost a year of 
consultation with architects, reviews of estimates, meetings with contractors and scrutinies 
of bids. It also heralded commencement of construction work which is expected to conclude 
with formal opening of the building in mid or late June. 

The $95,000 contract represented the lowest bid submitted on the OPC's behalf to 
William Zeckendorf, who is acting as the real estate advisor to the Club in the Press 
Center project. It was examined and approved by Zeckendorf architects before being sub- 
mitted to the Club's Executive Committee, which gave the green light. 

"I am happy to follow the administration of Past President WILLIAM P. GRAY (who ar- 
ranged purchase of the puilding)with concrete steps to refurbish it and place it at the 
disposal of OPC members", President J. CLIFFORD STARK said this week. "I am only sorry 
that many of our members misunderstood legal and architectural complications for lack of 
activity on the part of our Executive Committee. We have met weekly since last April, and 
were dedicated to completing this project at the earliest opportunity. Only the old 
‘circumstances beyond our control' prevented a far earlier announcement of constructional 
work on the building." 

Initial structural work will involve ripping out the first and second floor interiors, 
with substantial changes in the basement floor. Virtually every floor, however, will be 
changed in some degree. Week by week progress will be reported in The Bulletin.
